purpose, would be “the greatest 
achievement in the interest of peace | 
which the world has ever seen.” 

fhe Senator said he approached 

the subject of the league “‘with every 
fnclirfation in its favor’’ and said the 
govenant invites ‘“‘both sympathetic 
and co-operative consideration.”’ 
In his address the Senator made the | 
game points in the covenant’s favor 
as were contained in his speech at 
the City Club in St. Louis, March 
13. 

The points which he commended 
Were the binding together of the. 
great nations to promote peace, the) 
provisions for full publicity for the) 
military and naval programs of all | 
nations, the settlement of disputes | 
by arbitration and the provisions as 
to disarmament. 

Asin his City Club speech, he @ug- | 
gested that there should be 7 ate 
ments which would assure the con- 
tinued application of the Monroe | 
Doctrine and which would specifical | 
ly commit the European nations to 
a policy of not interfering with the 
constitutional rights of the Congress 
of the United States in making war 
and regulating commerce. 

The text of Senator Spencer's ad- 
dress follows: 

‘In approaching the consideration | 
of questions so great.as those which! 
are involved in the proposed consti- | 
tution of the league of nations, one 
instinctively finds himself—as a re-' 
sult of his general opinion and en- 
Yironment and mental attitude— 
either sympathetic, with a purposeof | 
finding out and supporting all that Is_ 
food in the question, or antagonistic, 
with the determination to search for 
defects and if possible to destroy. I 
amefrank to say for myself that [| 
belong in the former class, which 
approaches the subject of a league of 
nations with every inclination in its 
favor. 

“The very purpose which is the 
controlling motive of the league, 
namely: ‘To promote international | 
co-operation and to secure interna- | 
tional peace and security,’ expresses |

the league of nations. The Minis- 
ters of Foreign Affairs, who have 
heretofore been included in impor- 
tant conferences, will not be pres- 
ent during the Premiers’ meetings 
this week. 

President Wilson and Premier Or- 
lando met this morning to discuss 
the problems of the Italian frontier. 
It is becoming more urgent each day 
to reach a solution of this problem 
because of the disorders occurring 
on the eastern coast of the Adriatic. 
Both Premier Orlando and Premier 
Lloyd George must return to their 
respective capitals soon, as their ab- 
sence at the present moment | is 
more acutely felt because of the 
spread of Bolshevism. 

President Wilson met Premiers 
Clemenceau, Lloyd George and Or- 
lando at the Foreign Office at 3° 
o’clock yesterday afternoon for an 
hour’s conference beforé the assem- 


bling of the Supreme War Council. 
Both the conference and the Su- 
preme War Council were held amid 
a feeling of concern. 

President Wilson was known to re- 
gard the situation as serious and as 
calling for energetic action toward 
hastening the work of the confer- 
ence. 

Marshal Foch was present during: 
the discussion of the serious situa- 
tion in Hungary but no announce- 
ment was made concerning any ac- 
tion decided upon. It was resolved 
to send a joint telegram to the Poles 
and Czecho-Slovaks asking them to 
submit their differences to the com- 
mission on the ground there instead 
of forwarding complaints to the 
peace conference.

BY EUROPEAN CHANGES; HOW 
POLITICIANS DELAY PEACE 


Secret Treaties Made 


Italy Against U. 


Clamoring for Spoils Array France and 


When Nations Were

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Rare- 
ly has a theory of policy advocated 
by any Government received such a 
quick vindication by events, 45 the 
prediction of the American Mission 
in Paris that Bolshevism would 
spread throughout Europe unless 4 
just peace, a people’s peace rather 
than a politicians’ peace, were made 
in Europe, and food and employment 
given the hungry, idle masses in 
Central Europe. 
Hungary has embraced Bolshev- 
ism, seeks union with the Russian 
Bolsheviki, and appeals for aid to the 
proletariat of the world. Germany 
threatens to do the same thing. If 
women and children are to b¢ 
starved through the withholding of 
food and restrictions on the resump- 
tion of industrial activity, no cabinet 
can stand anywhere in Europe. The 
American Mission, helped by the 
British, have been arguing that the 
blockade must be lifted in order to 
avert anarchy, that arbitrary lines 
could not be drawn to mark boun- 
daries in defiance of lines of nation- 
ality. 
The American Commissioners have 
been predicting Bolshevism unless a 
treaty which recognizes lines of na- 
tionalities, even though they be en- 
emy nationalities, were made. The 
French Government has adopted a 
different view, has blocked food re- 
lief on the ground that Germany’s 
money chest must be held intact to 
pay France her indemnity. Italy has 
pressed her claim for Fiume and the 
Dalmatian coast, notwithstanding 
the cry of the Jugo-Slavs that they 
will be economically impotent unless 
they have Fiume as an outlet to the 
Adriatic. The bitterness between the 
Jugo-Slavs and the Italians has 
amounted almost to warfare—riots 
have been frequent. Now the Ita!- 
ians threaten to withdraw from the 
Peace Conference unless they get 
Fiume. They seem unwilling to ar- 
bitrate the question, or leave it to a 
league of nations as Great Britain 
and the United States are urging. 
Agitators Profit by Delay. 
And the more the politicians cling 
to what the’ Bolshevists havo de- 
nounced as imperialistic ambitions, 
the stronger is the appeal made to the 
imagination of the proletariat by the 
agitators in all countries in Europe, 
who profit by the tactics of procras- 
tination and national selfishness. Pre- 
mier Orlando faces an election. His 
delegation makes a flourish of pos- 
sible withdrawal. Premier Clemen- 
ceau in France is anxious to get the

Jugo-Slav delegates to the peace 
conference took a pessimistic view 
of the situation in their country, Po- 
land and Rumania and said that 
those regions were likely to be af- 
fected by the Bolshevik revolution in 
Hungary. 

“We fear,” said one delegate, 
‘that in view of the geographic sit- 
uation of these countries their re-

Those who have been demanding 
an immediate peace with Germany 
have been demanding the impossible 
unless France and Italy receds from 
their demands. President Wilson 
knew from the outset that it would 
be difficult for the statesmen to re- 
cede, and the league of nations 
scheme seemed to him to ba the 
best way for the gap to be bridged, 
for a machinery to settle those ques- 
tions leisurely and equitably to be 
set up. That’s why he wanted the 
league to be incorporated in the 
peace treaty. The allied statesmen 
all agreed to that, thinking that if 
they satisfied Mr. Wilson on that 
point he would agree to some of 
their territorial demands. But 
while Mr. Wilson was absent in 
America the politicians in Paris 
drafted a preliminary treaty with 
Germany which they thought v ould, 
of course, meet his approval and 
which they believed also would be 
ratified by a Republican Senate if 
the covenant were divorced from the 
treaty. But they had not reckoned 
with American sentiment on these 
territorial questions. Much of the 
opposition to the league of naticns is 
based on an unwillingness to guar- 
antee any European territory settle- 
ments. Mr. Wilson is in effec. tell- 
ing his colleagues at Paris now that 
unless the settlements are of the 


sistance to the spread of Bolshevism 
may be broken and that the Bol- 
sheviki may overrun Central Europe. 
The Hungarian revolution signifies 
not only an extension of the Bolshe- 


vik movement to the doors cf Vi-| 


enna, Bucharest and Belgrade, but 
an alliance between the Russian and 
Hungarian Soviets. Perhaps the 
Austrian and German Socialists may 
be involved. 

“A political and military offensive 
will probably be directed first 
against Poland and Rumania and 
then against Czecho-Slovakia. The 
turn of the Jugo-Slavic union will 
come next. In that event the armies 
of Lenine and his allies would have 
only to cross Jugo-Slav territcry to 
invade Western Europe.” 

The delegates derive from 
situation an argument in favor of 
the recognition of the Jugo-Siav na- 
tion as a means of strengthening the 
authority and prestige of that Gov- 
ernment.

Increased Strength for Wilson. 
Out of the chaos will come an in- 

creased strength for Mr. Wilson be- 
cause, unless the allied statesmen fol- 
‘low his leadership, they may find 
'Germany in a state of Bolshevism. 
Extremist tactics on the part of 
‘those who want to reduce Germany 
| to serfdom and who want to prevent 
‘her from resuming trade with the 
world mean to the minds of the 
American commissioners merely, an 
invitation to anarchy, for unless *n- 
dustry gives employment to return- 
ing soldiers and the masses are 
given food, the German political 
structure will collapse and a union 
with the Russian Bolshevik! will be 
inevitable. The President has be- 
lieved that the creation of a league 
of nations impartially to administer 
territorial problems would be the 
best stroke the allies could wield to 
kill Bolshevism. He has argued that 
if the masses in Europe have faith 
in the sense of justice of the Paris 
conference they will not overthrow 
such governments as already exist. 
Responsibility for lack of faith in 
the Paris conference may be attribu- 
ted in part to the tolerance of those 
claims which were set forth in the 
secret treaties of 1915 which the 
Radicals and Liberals of Europe 
pronounced as imperialistic. 

These treaties were suppressed by 
many European censors, but were 
published by many newspapers in 
American as an example of secret 
diplomacy. But the treaties were 
not fully understood at the time in 
America or given much attention be- 
cause of the excitement of military 
activity on the western front. Thus 
the London Chronicle, which often 
reflects the views of Premier Lloyd 
George, now says openly that, while 
England may have been pledged to 
the restoration of Alsace-Lorraine, 
the annexation of the German prov- 
inces on the left bank of the Rhine 
“never constituted a British war 
aim.”’ 

Two of Secret Articles. 

Here are the texts of two articles 
in these secret treaties which both 
France and Italy are supporting and 
which are responsible for the situa- 
tion in Paris today: 

“The territory on the left bank 
of the Rhine, not included in the 

composition of French territory 
shall form an autonomous and 
neutral government, and shall be 
occupied by French armies until 
such time as the enemy Govern- 
ment completely fulfills all the 
conditions and guarantees men- 
tioned in the treaty of peace.” 
Inasmuch as these conditions and 

guarantees will take 50 to 100 years 
to fulfill, men like Marshal Foch 
have come out openly for annexation 
or at least the permanent occupancy 
by the French troops of territory 
which is populated entirely by Ger- 
mans. Rather than submit to this, 
the Ebert cabinet in Germany may 
find itself compelled to adopt the 
attitude of the Russians after Brest- 
Litovsk, an attitude of passive non- 
resistance, but whether this will be 
sufficient to stay the Bolshevik 
movement is a moot question. 

The next article that is causing 
concern is in the Italian agreement 
with France, and Great Britain and 
Russia, which says in part: 

“Under the imminent treaty of 
peace Italy must receive—the dis- 
trict of Trentino, the entire South- 
ern Tyrol] to the River Brenner, 
the city and suburbs of Trieste, all 
of Istria to Quarnero, including 
Volosca and Istrian Islands of 
Cherso and Lussino (and some 
smaller islands). In the same man- 
ner Italy is to receive the province 
of Dalmatia in its present form, 
etc., etc.”’ 

Acceptance of 14 Points. 

Inasmuch as most of these names 
were unfamiliar to American read- 
ers, the significance of the article 
passed unnoticed, but the disturb- 
ances between Italy and the Jugo 
Slavs, who are clamoring for an out- 
let to the sea through the port of 
Fiume, while the Italians insist that 
practically everything on the east 
side of the Adriatic that is of value 
must be ceded to them, arise from 
this secretly made treaty. That is 
why such unrest exists in the south- 


/ 


always attempted to explain these 
treaties by saying offers of territory 
had to be made to get Italy into the 
war or to catch the smaller neutrals 
like Rumania.

Italy, of course, 
concedes the right of the United 
States to ignore the treaties because 
America was not in the European 
war at the time and did not commit 
herself to any pact with the allies 
when she did enter the conflict, al- 
ways preferring the term “associate” 
rather than “ally.” 

Must Reckon With Wilson. 

The big question is: Will the Unit- 
ed States, as the price of her signa- 
ture to the peace treaty, demand the 
abrogation of the secret treaties?

| I mention a few amendments which 
are desirable: 

“1. The fact which was generally | 
admitted in the discussion around 
the peace table that, as Lord Robert 
Cecil put it, ‘all actions whether of 
the executive council or of the body 
of delegates must be unanimously 
agreed to in accordance with the gen- 
eral rule that governs international 
relations.’ 

“We are so familiar in this coun- 
try with the principle of a majority 
rule that is in force in our legislative 
and commercial and corporate activi- 
tiles that we are apt to forget a gen- 
eral accepted rule of international 
law that, when sovereign nations get 
together and attempt to act upon any 
matters in accordance with the pur- 
poses which have called them into 
conference, it is required that every 
conclusion must, in order to be op- 
| erative, be the unanimous judgment | 
of every nation participating because | 
any other rule is an infringement | 
upon the sovereignty and equality of | 
the participating Governments. This | 
rule should be expressly declared in 
the covenants of the league and not 
left to any possible misunderstand- 
ing. 

“B. The proposed league would 
seem to be by its terms perpetual 
Certainly this would be true under 
the analogy of our own Constitution. 
The American people, however will- 
ing they may be to enter into help- 
ful and co-operative agreements with 
other nations, are not inclined to 
bind themselves forever, and ‘it 
would strengthen the acceptability 
of any league of nations to provide 
a method by which, after fair and 
reasonable notice, any nation might 
be free to honorably terminate the 
agreement. These are matters 
which may well be considered togeth- 
er with others for wise and helpful 
amendment. 

Monroe Doctrine. 

“There are two great vital Ameri- 
can principles which are endangered 
by the proposed draft. The first of 
them is the supremacy of the United 
States in relation to every question 
that is essentially American in char- 
acter. For more than a hundred 
years the world has acquiesced in 
our traditional attitude that we 
would not ourselves seek to inter- 
fere with the disputes and affairs 
of European countries and that we 
,did not propose that any nation in 
| the world should interfere with mat- 
‘ters which were essentially Amerl- 
can. We call it the Monroe Doc- 
trine. It means nothing more than 
| this: 
| “That because we are situated dif- 
ferently from other nations in the ! 
world and have fought our way up 
as a repblican form of government . 
from the cradle of our national in- 
fancy until we are the greatest power 
on the globe, we do not propose that 
any autocracy or monarchy of Eu- 
rope shall get a foothold on the 
Western Hemisphere, where the con- 
tagion of monarchy might endanger 
the republics of America. 

“We may be willing because of 
our enlarged possessions in other 
parts of the world to take such a 
measure of responsibility in world 
matters as may be decided by the 
rest of the world and entirely agree- 
able to ourselves, but we cannot con- 
sent to the intrusions of Europe in 
the settlement of matters which are 
essentially American. It is idle to 
'speak of enlarging the Monroe Doc- 
trine so as to include the world. The 
very essence of the Monroe Doctrine 
is our own peculiar situation and our 
own individual necessity, and any 
proposed extension of the doctrine 
et once fails to recognize the peculia¢ 
reason for its existence and destroys 
the safeguard which it has always 
afforded to the American people. 

“This is not an objection technical 
in character or captious in spirit. it 
is fundamental to American sover- 
elgnty and the American people will 
never consent to any diminution, 
much less to any destruction of the 
traditional rights of this Government 
on this hemisphere. 

Hilustration of Point. 

“Let me illustrate the importance 
of the issue. On the southern boun- 
dary of the State of California lies a 
great stretch of territory stightly 
populated and agriculturally largely 
arid and undesirable. It stretches 
out as a great peninsula with the 
Gulf of California upon one side and 
the Pacific Ocean on the other, but 
it has the most desirable naval har- 
bor upon the entire Pacific Coast 
with the possible exception of San 
Francisco. Mexico owns this strip of 
land. Mexico would MIlike to sell. 
'Japan would like to buy. Once we 
‘thought we detected an effort upon | 
‘the part of Japan to acquire com-| 
‘mercially the land surrounding this 
‘great Magdalena bay, and we 
‘promptly interrupted any such pos- 
'sible intention on the part of Japan.

An editorial under the heading ‘‘Re- 
erganize the Election Board” appears in 
today’s issue of the Post-Dispatch. 

The board's action in the “Haller mat- 
ter’ is undoubtedly the basis for this edi- 
torial, and I cannot bring myself to be- 
jieve other than that so far as it relates 
to my position {n this matter, you are re- 
lying upon misinformation or it was oc- 
casioned through inadvertence, as a ref- 
erence to the minutes of the sessions of 
the board, as well as to my oral argu- 
ments made in the presence of repre- 
sentatives of the press, will disclose the 
fact that my attitude is different from 
that which your paper assumes it to be. 

In order that you may clearly under- 
stand my position in this matter, and the 
injustice to me through your editorial be 
rectified, I beg leave to submit to you 
briefly the facts in the Haller matter: 

Our election law provides that candl- 
dates nominated as was Mr. Haller must 
pay a filing fee to the City Treasurer 
and file the receipt with the certificate 
of nomination. It was my sincere con- 
atruction and interpretation of the law 
that this meant but one thing, namely, 
that the receipt must be filed at the time 
he filed his certificate. After looking 
into the authorities on this matter, I 

found a decision which caused me _ to 
change my position and I asked a meet- 
ing to be called so that the action of the 
board could be reconsidered and the mat- 
ter rectified before any legal steps would 
be taken by Mr. Haller. The meeting 
failed to accomplish this, as a second to 
the motion to reconsider could only be 
the 
original action, and this was impossible.

Soldiers’ Christmas Boxes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In the Letters from the People’s Col- 
umn of the Post-Dispatch of March 22 
thers appeared an article signed by “A 
Girl from Missouri, Who Has Got to Be 
Bhown,” which article asked for informa- 
tion with regard to the method used by 
the American Red Cross in the distribu- 
tion of Christmas boxes to our boys “‘over 
there,” and complaining that a lot of the 
boxes had never been received by the 


In the absence of Mr. George W. Sim- 
mons, manager of the Red Cross of the 
Southwestern Division, I am very glad 
indeed to give the information desired 
by the writer of the article in question. 
}irst,' however, let me say that no one 
need have any hesitation in sending such 
a request directly to the Red Cross or 
in signing their name to an article when 
they desire information about the Red 
Cross, as we have at all times endeavored 
to carry the organization through on tho 
principle that it belonged to the people, 
and if at any time our work seems to 
need an explanation we shall be only 
too glad to give it. 

The responsibility of the Red Cross in 
the collection and distribution of the 
Christmas parcels for soldiers overseas 
was very limited. It consisted of fur- 
nishing a proper container free of charge 
to all who were in receipt of the proper 
label sent by the soldier who was the 
prospective recipient of the box, and 
further after said box was packed by the 
ndividual, to inspect same, and there- 
upon to deliver it to the postoffice au- 
thorities. Immediately upon this deliv- 
ery to the postoffice authorities the re- 
sponsibility of the Red Cross ceased and 
it became the duty and responsibility of 
the Postoffice Department to deliver 
these boxes to the soldier in question if 
he could be found, or, failing in that, to 
return same to the sender if its condition 
warranted such return. 

It will thus be seen that the Red Cross 
did not become a distribut'ne agency for 
the boxes and assumed no obligation 
whatsoever in that respect. 

It is only fair to state that the Post- 
office Department has assured us that 
every possible effort and precaution has 
been utilized to deliver the Christmas 
parcels and that actual delivery has tak- 
en place in the vast majority of cases. 

In addition to the boxes packed and 
paid for by individuals, relatives and 
friends, as outlined above, the Red Cross 
packed and sent at its own expense ap- 
proximately 75,000 Christmas boxes for 
noldiers who said they had no friends or 
relatives back in the United States to 
whom they cared to send their labels.

As for the notion that the league 
of nations carries any remedy for 
Bolshevism, this is simply prepos- 
terous. Bolshevism is as much as it 
is anything an attack upon the theo- 
ry and system of private property. 
It is purely and simply communism.
